ment.  May  we  all  strive  harder  to  live 
up  to  our  high  office  as  workers  toge¬ 
ther  with  God, 

Church  Covenant 

Having  been  led  as  we  believe,  by 
the  Sbli^ib  of  God,  to  receive  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  and  on  the 
profession  of  our  faith,  having  been  bap¬ 
tized  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  do 
now  in  the  presence  of  God,  angels,  and 
this  assembly,  most  solemnly  and  joy¬ 
fully  enter  into  covenant  v/ith  one  an¬ 
other,  as  one  body  in  Christ, 

We  engage  therefore,  by  the  aid  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  tc  walk  together  in  Chris¬ 
tian  lovej  to  strive  for  the  advancement 
of  tHis  church  in  knowledge,  holiness,

TTNDIA'S  cities  are  swarming  with 
newcomers.  The  war  has  greatly 
increased  the  number  of  workers  in 
Bombay's  cotton  mills,  in  Madras'  tex¬ 
tile  factories,  in  Calcutta's  jute-manu¬ 
facturing  centers,  in  Ahmadabad's  in¬ 
dustries— and  greatly  multiplied  the 
calls  upon  every  Christian  worker, 
pastor,  teacher,  physician  and  nurse. 

In  Bombay  and  Calcutta  great 
chawls,  or  tenement  houses,  have  been 
erected  to  shelter  the  workers.  Sani¬ 
tary  conditions  are  not  healthful.  In 
other  cities  the  workers  are  sheltered 
in  miserable  slums. 

Into  chawls  and  slums  missionaries 
are  going  day  after  day— and  night  after 
night  to  minister  to  those  who  work  at 
machines  all  day  long— with  evange¬ 
listic  services,  classes,  clinics.  Visiting 
nurses  bring  counsel  on  pre-natal  care 
and  the  nurture  of  children. 

Oftentimes  the  voice  of  the  mission¬ 
ary  is  the  only  one  raised  in  a  whole 
city  against  a  system  of  industrial 
peonage,  of  poverty,  of  human  ex¬ 
ploitation  and  degradation  that  is  worse 
than  physical  slavery.

Members  of  the  senate’s  liq,uor  shortage  investigating  cornmittce  ..ed- 
nesday  applauded  the  V/PB  ainouncement  that  v/hiskey  mr'.king  v/ill  be 
resumed  for  a  month  but  urged  that  stricter  government  controls  be 
placed  on  distribution  to  offset  the  "“bootleggers”  and  "black  mar¬ 
keteers”.  The  WPB  said  Tuesday  that  alcohol  would  be  released  for 
the  manufacture  of  from  40,000,000  to  SO, 000,0 CO  gallons  of  86-90 
proof  blended  v/hisky,  about  one-fourth  of  a  normal  year's  supply. 

But  from  Rep.  Bryson  (D.,S.G.)  author  of  a  long-pending  wai’time  pro¬ 
hibition  bill  came  the  statement  that  ”this  country  will  be  shocked 
by  the  announcement”.  ”It  is  tragic”,  he  said,  "that  at  a  time  when 
we  are  trying  to  feed  not  only  our  own  people  but  the  people  of  other 
nations  that  we  should  use  vital  substances  for  lipuor”.

Of  all  the  miracles  wrought  by  modern  science  probably  none  is 
greater  than  the  splitting  of  the  atom  and  the  development  of  the 
atomic  bomb.  We  spent  two  billion  dollars  in  the  effort  and  released 
a  destructive  power  never  before  known  on  earth. 

But  the  greatest  miracle  taking  place  in  our  modern  world  is  some¬ 
thing  utterly  different.

For  the  first  time  in  his  career 
at  East  Central  Junior  College, 
rector  Todd  has  been  presented 
the  opportunity  to  teach  regular 
class.  As  a  resul  tfothe  over¬ 
load  in  the  Social  Science  de¬ 
partment  and  the  need  for  an¬ 
other  instructor.  Doctor  Todd 
has  been  able  to  fulfill  his  de¬ 
sire  to  teach  American  history. 
He  has  always  planned  and 
wanted  to  teach  a  social  science 
class  but  administration  work 
had  been  his  field.

AN  EDITORIAL 

By  DR.  R.  C.  COOK, 

President,  Miss.  Southern  College 

The  profession  of  teaching  is  being 
greatly  undersold  on  the  campuses  of 
our  American  colleges  and  secondary 
schools.  This  gross  under-rating  is  due 
in  a  large  measure  to  the  attitudes  of 
members  of  our  own  profession  toward 
salary,  working  conditions,  and  other 
matters  which  are  truly  distinct  handi¬ 
caps  at  this  time.  This  antipathy  on  the 
part  of  students  is  also  due  to  a  lack  of 
realization  on  the  part  of  the  general 
public  toward  the  important  role  played 
by  teachers  in  molding  and  developing 
the  minds  and  character  of  their  child¬ 
ren. 

The  new  organization,  Future  Teach¬ 
ers  of  America,  sponsored  l)y  the  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association,  has  done 
much  and  is  doing  much  more  to  gain 
goodwill  and  to  bring  prestige  to  the 
occupation  of  teaching.  Hundreds  of 
these  clubs  are  already  in  active  opera¬ 
tion  on  our  college  and  university  cam¬ 
puses  and  in  some  of  our  secondary 
schools.  In  our  own  state,  active  Future 
Teachers  of  America  clubs  have  been 
organized  at  Mississippi  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  and  at  the  University  of  Mississippi. 

Just  as  honorary  societies  in  the  field 
of  medicine,  denistry.  law,  and  business 
administration  have  done  much  to  in¬ 
crease  interest  and  to  render  prestige 
to  these  professions,  the  FTA  is  giving 
welcomed  professional  support  to  would- 
be  teachers.  The  Mississippi  Education 
Association  is  giving  each  student  a 
subscription  to  the  Misvsissippi  E(tuca- 
tioiial  Advance  and  the  f^atipnal  Educa¬ 
tion  Association  is  giving  each  student 
a  subscription  to  the  X.E.A.  Journal. 
The  reading  of  these  publications  each 
month,  the  attending  of  well-planned 
meetings,  and  the  discussion  of  the 
brighter  aspects  of  the  teaching  pro¬ 
fession  will  do  much  to  influence  stu¬ 
dents  in  pursuing  courses  toward  teach¬ 
ing  as  a  profession. 

With  great  growth  in  industrializa¬ 
tion  and  with  rapid  strides  in  the  lives- 
stock  and  other  forms  of  agriculture 
and  with  an  ever  increasing  oil  industry, 
the  State  of  Mississippi  is  becoming 
more  able  each  year  to  pay  more  ade¬ 
quate  salaries  to  teachers.  The  prospect 
of  Federal  aid  for  education  might  be 
temporarily  dimmed  by  the  8  0th  Con¬ 
gress  but  Federal  aid  to  education  is 
certain  for  the  near  future. 


With  this  optimistic  outlook  for  the 
future,  the  Future  Teachers  of  America 
organization  has  a  logical  place  in  our

One  characteristic  of  George  Hurst 
was  marked  by  every  one  who  knew 
him:  he  loved  to  teach.  He  could  not 
be  induced  by  offers  of  more  money 
and  greater  fame  to  enter  any  other 
profession  or  vocation.  He  believed  that 
teaching  was  a  method  of  serving  other 
human  beings  in  the  way  he  liked  to 
serve  them.  He  believed  that  the  re¬ 
wards  of  teaching  did  not  consist  in  any 
vital  way  in  the  salary  paid,  but  in  living 
and  helping  others  to  live  the  good 
life  found  in  knowledge,  in  the  aspira¬ 
tion  of  the  human  spirit,  and  in  the 
satisfactions  found  in  worth-while  hu¬ 
man  relationships.  The  George  Hurst 
Chapter  of  the  Future  Teachers  of 
America  has  a  great  ideal  to  live  up  to.

At  Mississippi  Southern 

In  November  of  19  4  6,  Mississippi 
Southern  College  became  the 
first  senior  college  in  Mississippi  to  or¬ 
ganize  a  charter  chapter  of  the  Future 
Teachers  of  America.  The  officers  for 
the  19  46  Session  were  elected  as  fol¬ 
lows:  President,  Willis  Terry;  Vice 
President,  B.  E.  Dunnam;  Secretary, 
Nelda  Marie  Trigg;  Treasurer,  Robert 
Bryan;  Historian.  Calvin  F.  Sinclair; 
Librarians,  Glenn  Turner  and  Bobbie 
Koch  Given;  PaiTiamentarJan,  Garland 


L.  White  and  Sponsor,  Dr.  H.  D.  Pick¬ 
ens. 

Plans  for  this  chapter  were  formu¬ 
lated  in  September  by  a  steering  com¬ 
mittee  with  Fred  Brooks  of  Meridian 
as  chairman.  The  chapter  was  organized 
with  95  charter  members.  The  chapter 
was  named  the  “George  Hurst  Chapter” 
honoring  George  Hurst  an  outstanding 
educator  of  Mississippi  and  Mississippi 
Southern  College. 

On  December  9,  forty  members  of 
the  chapter  took  an  educational  trip  to 
Jackson.  While  in  Jackson,  the  group 
visited  the  State  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  the  M.E.A.  Building,  the  State 
Capitol  and  the  colleges  in  Jackson.

This  membership  was 
given  ar-  an  expression  of  appreciation 
for  their  long  and  faithful  services  to 
the  teaching  profession  here  at  Missis¬ 
sippi  Southern  College.  Mr.  W.  L.  John- 
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son  introduced  the  guest  speaker,  Mr. 
J.  M.  Tubb,  State  Superintendent  of 
Education,  who  delivered  an  inspira¬ 
tional  address  on  the  teaching  profes¬ 
sion. 

The  F.T.A.  brings  to  the  students  the 
motivating  power  of  a  lifelong  purpose 
and  a  nationwide  outlook.  It  is  design¬ 
ed  to  develop  ideals  and  power  in  the 
lives  of  its  members;  to  enrich  the  spirit 
of  college  life;  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  teaching  profession;  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  children;  and  to  foster 
the  education  of  all  the  people. 

In  January,  the  chapter  plans  a  meet¬ 
ing  with  Dr.  R.  C.  Cook  as  the  guest 
speaker.

East  Central  Junior  College  Initiates  F.T.A. 
Chapter  Organization  In  Mississippi 


President  Todd  Enumerates  Activities 
of  F.T.A.  Chapter  on  E.C.J.C.  Campus. 

The  Janie  Huff  Sullivan  Chapter  of 
the  Future  Teachers  of  America  of 
East  Central  Junior  College  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  1944  to  develop  an  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  students  in  Teaching 
as  a  vocation.  The  work  of  the  Chapter 
supplements  courses  in  Psychology  an 
Education. 

The  F.T.A.  is  one  of  the  most  promi¬ 
nent  organizations  on  the  college  cam¬ 
pus.  The  profession  of  teaching  on  this 
campus,  through  this  organization  is 
given  the  recognition  that  it  deserves 
to  have.

It  is  our  convic¬ 
tion  here  that  we  need  to  recruit  our 
most  attractive  and  capable  youth  into 
the  teaching  profession  and  we  are 
having  a  measure  of  success. 


In  addition  to  emphasizing  profession¬ 
al  organization,  and  the  responsibility 
of  teachers  for  influencing  legislation 
and  for  doing  good  teaching,  Mrs.  Sul¬ 
livan,  the  sponsor  and  founder  of  the 
Chapter,  is  giving  the  members  con¬ 
siderable  experience  in  what  might  be 
termed  community  service  activities.  For 
example,  the  members  have  complete 
responsibility  for  decorating  and  arrang¬ 
ing  the  stage  for  assembly.  The  members 
decorate  for  banquets  and  school  func¬ 
tions.  They  have  planted  trees  and 
flower  beds  on  the  campus.  They  care 
for  the  park.  We  are  trying  to  impress 
on  them  the  responsibility  of  teachers 
for  the  over-all  school  program. 

The  organization  puts  on  at  least  one 
chapel  program  each  year.  The  members 
attend  fairly  regularly  the  Newton 
County  Teachers  Association.  They  do 
substitute  teaching  occasionally  in  the 
Decatur  Consolidated  School,  and  we 
hope  to  have  some  of  them  attend  the 
spring  meeting  of  the  Mississippi  Educa¬ 
tion  Association  this  year,  as  some  of 
the  others  have  done  in  years  past.

The  History,  Plan,  and  Progress  of  F.T.A.

The  Future  Teachers  of  America  is 
an  organization  which  provides  an  uni¬ 
que  phase  of  the  training  of  teachers 
in  educational  leadership.  Its  birth  was 
not  so  sudden  as  some  might  think.  Its 
origin  goes  back  to  the  efforts  of  Horace 
Mann  who  established  the  first  state 
normal  school  at  Lexington,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  in  1839.  Horace  Man’s  school 
was  built  around  the  idea  of  giving 
teachers  in  training  some  practice  in 
the  care  and  management  of  children 
in  school  under  the  direction  of  experts. 
As  the  model  school  developed  into  an 
integral  part  of  the  normal  school  and 
later  the  college,  the  practice  idea  be¬ 
came  a  major  phase  of  the  preparation 
of  the  prospective  teacher.  However, 
the  training  at  first  emphasized  almost 
wholly  the  teacher-pupil  relationships, 
and  did  not  emphasize  sufficiently 
teacher-teacher  and  teacher-community 
relationships  except  in  an  abstract  man¬ 
ner. 

Organized  efforts  to  provide  proper 
training  in  teacher  personnel  and  com¬ 
munity  relationships  for  teachers  in 
training  grew  out  of  the  Horace  Mann 
Centennial  in  19  3  7,  and  it  was  at  this 
time  when  the  plan  of  the  FTA  move-

Education  Association  and  various  state 
education  associations.  Knowledge  and 
a  study  of  methods  are  not  adequate. 
Actual  experience  with  the  problems  of 
teacher  personnel  and  community  af¬ 
fairs  is  more  effective.  The  plan  of  the 


FTA  is  to  give  the  student  practical 
experience  in  both  these  fields. 

Through  the  FTA  movement  the  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association  with  the 
cooperation  of  various  state  education 
associations  are  attempting  to  build  the 
proper  professional  attitude  and  back¬ 
ground  of  the  young  people  entering 
the  profession.  The  organization  is  not 
a  blind-ally  which  leads  no  further  than 
the  graduation  of  the  student.  The  sig¬ 
nificance  of  the  plan  is  continuous  and 
leads  the  teacher  into  active  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  state  and  national  educa¬ 
tion  associations.  Teachers  have  been 
justly  criticised  for  not  being  more  pro¬ 
fessional,  and  affiliating  themselves 
with  those  educational  organizations 
which  help  to  improve  the  profession. 
Teachers  must  be  trained  to  recognize 
their  responsibility  and  to  do  something 
about  it.  FTA  is  a  practice  school  to 
provide  training  for  responsibility,  and 
it  marks  a  new  advance  in  teacher  edu¬ 
cation.  FTA  is  the  only  organization  in 
teacher  training  institutions  which  pro¬ 
vides  the  student  with  an  opportunity 
for  active  participation  in  both  the  state 
and  national  education  associations  with 
which  they  will  be  associated  during 
their  professional  careers.  FTA  mem-

the  organization.  Officers  of  the  state 
education  associations  are  always  ready 
to  meet  with  the  various  FTA  chapters 
and  discuss  the  problems  of  interest  to 
the  prospective  teachers. 

Generous  services  are  extended  to 
both  the  chapter  and  to  individual  mem¬ 
bers  by  the  National  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation.  In  addition  to  an  attractive 
charter,  the  NEA  presents  a  library  of 
books  and  materials  which  are  valuable 
to  the  members,  and  it  offers  special 
services  in  planning  projects  of  interest 
and  value.  The  individual  member  re¬ 
ceives  The  Journal  of  the  NEA,  a  copy 
of  the  FTA  Yearbook,  certain  educa¬ 
tional  materials  especially  prepared  for 
teachers  in  training,  and  national  rec¬ 
ognition  by  means  of  a  Certificate  of 
Merit  presented  to  members  for  services 
rendered  to  the  chapter.

Each  chapter  elects  a  corps  of  officers 
to  direct  the  activities,  but  the  planning 
committee  is  the  key  to  the  success  of 
any  FTA.  The  committee  must  exercise 
good  judgment  in  selecting  projects  for 
the  chapter,  and  in  determining  who 
is  to  be  responsible  for  each  project. 

The  FTA  is  a  growing  organization. 
The  first  college  and  university  chap¬ 
ters  were  chartered  in  the  spring  of 
1939  with  fourteen  chapters  and  less 
than  300  members.  In  1942  there  were 
over  one  hundred  chapters  and  more 
than  3000  members.  To  date  the  total 
number  of  members  for  all  years  is 
20,000,  with  nearly  200  chapters.  In 
1941  the  National  FTA  Committee  is¬ 
sued  the  first  yearbook,  and  one  has 
been  issued  each  year  since  that  time. 
The  volume  is  published  by  the  NEA. 
This  yearbook  contains  a  complete  re¬ 
cord  of  the  FTA  achievements.

It  is  a  duty  of  our  teacher  training 
institutions  to  cooperate  with  the  FTA 
movement  by  supporting  it  in  every  way 
possible,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  such 
institutions  in  Mississippi  will  be  alert 
to  this  duty.  A  few  chapters  have  been 
organized  in  the  state  and  each  of  these 
should  do  everything  possible  to  exceler- 
ate  the  movement  in  the  state.  With 
the  teacher  supply  and  training  situa¬ 
tion  as  it  is  today  all  forces  must  work 
together  for  more  and  better  trained 
teachers.  All  junior  and  private  colleges 
with  programs  leading  to  teaching,  and 
the  larger  high  schools  in  the  state 
should  have  FTA  chapters.  The  coin- 
clusive  plan  which  our  state  has  adopted 
will  be  a  strong  force  operating  to  make
